Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 33-36. 49, 55 and 61-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the claimed semiconductor device particularly 
characterized by location of a diamond-like carbon (DLC) film relative to claimed 
substrate and transistor (e.g. on the back surface of the substrate). 

While prior art suggests a DLC film in a semiconductor device, none of the prior 
art suggests, for example, a DLC film on the back surface of the substrate having 
transistor of the front surface [e.g. embodiment 5. Figs. 1a-1c and Fig. 4]. The claimed 
location of DLC film, for example, advantageously can prevent electrostatic breakdown 
of not only TFTs of the active matrix circuit but also TFTs of the gate driver circuit, the 
source driver circuit, and the logic circuit e.g. page 12, lines 12-16]. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
